Music lovers who have considered the subject at all will 
probably wonder why the revival has not begun here as well. 
In this country, for decades, the emphasis has all been on 
symphonic music. 
The fame acquired by the Boston Symphony 
Orchestra and the advertisement w'hich it brought to the city which 
supported it turned the attention of wealthy men in all parts of 
the country to this form of music. 
The consequence is that nearly 
every large city now has a symphony orchestra, attendance upon 
which has become an obligation to many persons. 
The organiza­ 
tions tour widely and the concert goer in virtually every section 
of the country may satisfy his craving for pure music almost at 
will. 
But the symphony is only a part of music. 
He would be a 
bold fellow who said it was the best part. 
There is something in 
the quartet, something in the interweaving of the voices of violins, 
the viola and the cello which evokes a pleasure more subtle per­ 
haps and almost certainly more profound than the gorgeous colors 
of the full orchestra. 
The quartet is not universally appreciated, 
and yet there are those whose appetite for music cannot be sat­ 
isfied by any other form of music. 
The symphony concert never wants for an audience, and it is 
not likely that patronage would be hard to find for other forms 
of concert music. 
Certainly the musical education of any com­ 
munity can not be said to be complete if all the study has been 
from the symphony orchestra.

Milk consumption in the city of 
New Castle was set at 3,650 gallons 
s day according to the statement 
made by the health officer in the an­ 
nual report of the city departments, 
which were recently published. 

1.900 gallons arc pas­ 
teurized, 1.700 are of grade A raw and 
50 gallons are high grade certified. 
The milk is distributed through 167 
m;lk dealers and comes from 370 
dairies in the surrounding territory.

In 
all, only 753 cases of all sorts were 
reported, and measles led all the rest 
by a total of 499 quarantines.

9,527 Garbage Cans. 
Nine thousand five hundred and 
twenty-seven garbage cans, in which 
are dumped 6.500 tons of garbage aid 
in keeping the city free from the 
house fly menace and the diseases 
which the flies spread.

Today especially 
in the “kioscues" situated along the 
M adeleine and on the boulevards des 
Caupcines. Italiens. M ontm artre Pois­ 
sonnière and other avenues one m ay 
find alm ost any new spaper in the 
world. 
The “Kiosques" belong to the city 
of Paris and like tobacco stores, con­ 
cessions are given to the widow’s of 
governm ent employes and of the sol­ 
diers who died in the service or who 
have been pensioned after the u’ar. 
Some “Kiosques” m ake from 200.000 
to 300,000 francs per year. Legion­ 
naires who desire to read home news 
during convention week will find all 
they desire in these “kiosques* on the 
grand boulevards. M any of the “kios­ 
ques” keepers speak several langu­ 
ages and the tourist will find them 
agreable and willing to m ake a com ­ 
plete search to find a home paper.
